1st. Another clause of importance is the 
following limiting the number of deer 
hilled: 


"Every person ivho takes, kills or de- 


stroys, or has In his possession, whether 
taken or killed in the State of Califor- 
nia, or shipped into the State from any 
other State. Territory or foreign coun- 


' try. niore than three deer durinjr any 


one open seasun. Is guilty of a misde- 
meanor."

It is also made unlawful to kill or tal<e, 


during one calendar 'l«y. more than 
twenty-five 
of 
the 
following 
birds: 


Quail, partridge, snipe, cuiley or this. 
The. hunter is prohibited from killing 
more than fifty ducks: or doves and twen- 
ty rails. 
The open season for birds is 


as follows: Quail, partriOge, grouse, sage 
hen, wild duck, curlew, Ibis, plover, Oc- 
tober 1st to February' 1st; cloves, August 
1st to February 1st. 


.Any person who takes 'or destroys a 


bird's nest is made j-utlty of a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a tine of V.O-) or 
imprisonment for 5!Xi days.

FRICK ABLY ARGUES FOR 


ACQUITTAL OF BRANDED 


He Attacks the Chain of Circumstantial Evidence at-Every Point, 


Accusing the Prosecution of Giving Importance to 
-,-" 


Trifles to Make Out a Case—Mrs. God- 
. 


frey Excoriated. 


This , morning Judge A. .L. Friek 


resumed his argument for the defense 
in the case of W. A. Bra.ndes charged 
with the murder of his daughter. W-ith 
great earnestness and skill he welded 
a great mass of related circumstances 
swng to show th&t the girl really died 
from the effect of- -blows received in a 
fight' with her step-mother. He sift- 
ed the evidence with great care and 
adroitness, 
and 
attacked one after 


another 
the 
propositions 
oE 
the 


prosecution, drawing entirely different 
conclusions from the same set of facts, 
and giving- a'totally different'color to 
the 
various 
incidents than the one 


held up .by Walsh.

Yesterday .he dissected the;'evidence 


given by the .medical experts showing 
that 
all of them differed from each 


other- as jto the 'length of ..time that 
elapsed, between the infliction

arid death. He quoted Dr. 


Rowell's testimony to show that the 
ligature 
had been placed around the 


neck of. the dead girl at least six hours 
after 
"death 
had taken place, from 


which he argued 'that it was impossi- 
ble for Bi-a-ndes to -have -inflicted the 
fatal 
• injuries ...on Saturday morning. 


As the. body was discovered at 7-. o'clock 
.he .contended that the gir^ could not

IIL> said, showed that the threat 
he made a year or so prior to the -girl's 
death was -purely Jocular a-s -was shown 
by the:.fact that he kissed her affec- 
tionately immediately after.

parently' a concession to the jealousy 
o£ 'the. wife, who did not like the child 
of ..a-.-former marriage. It was the ef- 
fort ot.a-man who loved both his wiEe 
and daughter to-arrange matters -so as 
to avoid trouble and disturbance in the 
household. 


Fric-k charged Assistant District'!At- 
torney Walsh with quoting only such 
parts of the testimony as bore against 
the 
defendant and of ignoring such 


portions 
as made in his favor. The 


reference • to the girl sleeping in the 
basement was unfair, he declared, be- 
cause it was not shown that the base- 
ment -was not furnished and was not a 
suit-able apartment to sleep in. It wai 
not shown to be dark or dismal or -that 
the girl had any repugnance to sleep- 
ing:

It was sought to make something out 


of the fact that a -witness shook hand-o 
with the.defendant on Saturday morn- 
ing and found his hand cold. Are such 
trifling circumstances as this to deter- 
mine the guilt or innocence of this de- 
fendant? If such circumstances as 
these are to be quoted against the de- 
fendant, why should not all the circum- 
stances be quoted? They .are all equal- 
ly applicable, and they assist in ex- 
plaining each other. Taken together 
they present ah entirely different com- 
plexion from that.given them by Mi- 
Walsh. 


The delusive statements made by 


Brandes to Deputy Sheriff White were 
perfectly natural. The circumstances 
of the death were known to him, and 
he knew that there were'those who de- 
sired to find something to bring against 
him and cause his -arrest. He knew 
that suspicions had been aroused, and 
the reasons for concealment arose from 
a desire to'protect his household. Un- 
der the circumstances he could nor. be 
expected to place himself in the 'hands 


his enemies. Suppose he were inno- 


cent himself, but desired to shield some 
one else, and avert still greater trouble 
from his •.h-om-e! ' 


Mr. 
Walsh .repeatedly referred to 


the marble-face and bloodless counte- 
nance 
of 'this defendant. . Does this 


supply any.evidence of guilt? Then he 
•laid he was the most unconcerned man 
!n the court-room. The bloodless face 
and tile unconcern do not g-o together 
Having pointed to the bloodless face

Park was-today: selected as the site on 
which tg holdrtlfe World's~lf.alr in thfis 
city in 1903 to commemoraitc the one- 
hundredth, anniversary .of the Louisi- 
ana purchase. The'Executive Commit- 
tee, which for the past few weeks Bias 
been considering the merits of the 
various sites offered, reported today in 
favor of Forest .Park, and the Board of 
Directors promptly .ratified the selec- 
tion. Tomorrow the Rational Commit- 
tee will act on the matter. The site 
selected is that proposed by the Forest 
Park World's Fair Free Site and con- 
tains 668 acres in the west or -unim- 
proved portion of Forest Park and 450 
acres adjoining on the west'and south- 
west. This Is one-third more space 
than was msed by the Columbian Expo- 
sition in Jackson 'Park, Chicago. \t 
takes up the 'western half 
of Foreilt 


Park and considerable vacant land 
adjoining to the West-and southwest.

tween 1,300 and 3,400 acres and is the 
second largest park Ln the country, lies 
in the western part-.oi'-ithe city, sur- 
rounded on three sides -lay .magnificent 
residences and the buildings of Wash- 
ington University.

Yellow Cars to Be Run 


Into This City. 


Near San Pablo, in Contra 
Costa 


county, a connecting spur track has 
been laid between the Santa Fe and 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, the intervening distance being 
about one hundred yards. By means of 
this track, cars of one line may be 
transferred 
to the other. Regarding 


this improvement and the possibilities 
which may result from it, the Contra 
Costa Gazette of-Martinez says: 


"Some distance "below the town ot 


San Pablo the Santa Ke rig-ht of way to 
JUchmond passes the Southern Pacific 
by an overhead crossing and at other 
.points the two tracks approach each 
other but not at a convenient grade. 
The point selected for the connecting 
tvacks is the most accessible one from 
the present Santa Fe terminal a.t Point 
Richmond. .It is reported that the 
Santa Fc will at an early date arrange 
to pick up at this .transfer 
point a 


coach whloh will convey 
passengers 


from Oakland pier and that a coach 
from incoming trains will be dropped 
at this point and attached 'to a South- 
ern Pacific train going to ,the Oakland 
mole. This would give the Santa Fe-a 
more direct passenger route to San 
Francisco. 


"It would also afford a direct roulo 


for the transfer of Santa Fe freight in 
cars into Oakland until the company 
has a line of its own. 


"It is also stated that 'the transfer 


track will be a convenience to the S. 
P.. as Pr.int .Richmond is likely to be- 
come a great grain por.t with extensive 
'elevate1--:- for 'the handling of grain in 
bulk. With 
this convenience grain 


may be consigned by the Southern Pa- 
cific to Point Richmond. 


"The Southern Pacific :s evidently 


making arrangements for .arg-e traffic 
along the bay shore, for the material 
is on hand for culverts and for addi- 
tional third track and siding at points 
this -side San Pablo station. 


"The development, of new industries 


along the bay shore is making con- 
stantly increasing demands lor rapid 
handling of freight. 


"While the arrangement for a trans- 


fer point at San Pablo, may serve as a 
temporary expedient, it is not believed 
that It will meet ithe purpose of a per- 
manent terminal for the Santa Fe on 
this side of ithe bay."

of the Board of Freo Library Trustees 
in Its efforts to force the, City Council to 
provide $10,000 for the equipment of the 
new Ca.rnegie Library 
bull-fling, 
this 


very matter has gone argllmmering into 
the -next fiscal yeair. 


Time and again the Trustees have 


appeared before 
the Council 
asking 


that provision be made immediately ito 
equip the building, claiming tiTat it will 
require at least ,$20,000. 


At 
the 
afljourned 
session of 
the 


Council, last night, the following com- 
munication >was read: 


'To the Honorable, the City Council 


ot Oakland—Gentlemen: We, the un- 
dersigned, beg to represent to your 
honorable body: 


"Fh-st—That Andrew Carnegie, Esq., 


gave to Oakland $50,000 on -the condition 
that a si.te should be provided and not 
less than $4,000 a year be spent to main- 
tain a library in the building to be 
built with his money. 


."Second—That we citizens of Oakland 


subscribed various amounts to secure 
the .required site. 


"Third—The city of Oakland, by Its 


accredited authorities, accepted the 
money of Mr. Carnegie and the site 
provided 
by our 
subscriptions and 


agreed to maintain a library as re- 
quired, 
i . 


"Fourth—That ibhe building will 
be 


ready for occupancy as soon as a suf- 
ficient ecruipment and furniture 
are 


supplied. The sum needed for this is 
$20,000, as figured by experts appointed 
by your predecessors, namely Messrs. 
Bliss and Faville, architects 
ot the 


building, Of this sum, $10,000 at least 
is needed the first year. 


"Fifth—That the Library Trustees 


have asked your honorable body to as- 
sure them that such $10,000 would be 
granted for this purpose in the coming, 
apportionment of city fund;s, and that 
your Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance voted unanimously to .report fa- 
vorably a resolution promising- the 
Trustees such apportionment. 
The. 


stated'purpose of such resolution was. 
that, the Trustees mi;ght ,n'QW4 enter into 
contracts to be completed soon after 
the beginning of the nex,t fiscal year. 


"Sixth—That we, taxpayers, sub- 


scribers to the fund and citizens inter- 
ested in the good name of the city, 
most earnestly reques-t that you take 
the quickest possible method to make 
available the Carnegie gift. We know 
of no other way where an expenditure 
so 'Small will result in such certain and 
large useful-ness to the city, nor where 
the sacred faith of the city,'and of all 
Its political parties is more solemnly 
pledged. 
> 


"We therefore call upon your honor- 


able body to grant the Trustees the 
authority necessary to equip and move 
into the Carnegie building 
at .tht 


earliest possible moment, and to save 
the city of Oakland the lasting dis- 
grace of receiving so much in the way 
of 
d'onation from 
a 
comparative 


stranger without at least keeping faith 
with ihim in doing quickly and liberally 
the little that is left to the city to "do, 


(Signed:) "Victor H. Metcalf, E. G.

Whole, and when the Council,, later In 
the evening, met as such, ithe matter 
was taken up.

doubt that the Library Trustees were 
instrumental in getting up this petition.

•would not be that pupil's teacher next 
year because he expected to succeed to 
the vacant principalship. 


BUTTON ON THE SUBJECT. 


Fred L. Button, chairman of the High 


School Committee of the Board of Ed- 
ucation was asked today if it were true 
that Mr. Meads was to be appointed 
principal of 'the High School. 'He was 
also informed that the rumor was 
based upon a remark made by Mr. 
Meads himself. 


"I have iheard that rumor myself," 


said Mr. Button, "but it does not follow 


v that it is well -founded. No person will 


get the position who has not a major- 
ity of the Board in hi-s favor, and there 
is now no such feeling on the board.

Spring Valley an-d Southern Pacific 
Companies.

The companies have agreed . to the 


opeiving of c>. road along the south side 
of the railroad embankment from a 
,io:nt opposite the school house to Sny- 
tier's corner. From 
the 
schoolhouse 


the road -will proceed under the San 
Jose branch of the "Y' railroad and 
thence' into the present roadway. It is 
then proposed to open a new wagon 
road along the western and northern 
lines of the Congregational Church 
property to the rear of that lot, and 
thence easterly over the property ot 
the Spring Valley Company to the 
county road into Niles Canyon., It is 
planned to have a 100-feet road in front 
of Snyder's and ito narrow it to 60 feet 
at the 
tunnel benea-th

incapacitated the girl for two or three 
days after she had received them.

' The denial of relationship was ap- 
parently a concession to the jea.lou.sy 
of the wife, who did not like the child 
of a former marriage. It wa.s the ef- 
fort of a man who loved both his wife 
and daughter to arrange mat ters so as 
to avoid trouble and disturbance in the 
household. 
Frick charged Assistant District 'At- 


torney Walsh with quoting; only such 
parts of the testimony as bore aga.insl: 
the 
defendant and of ignoring such 


portions 
as made in his favor. The 


reference • to the girl sleeping in the 
basement was unfair, he declared, be- 
ca.use it was not shown that (he base- 
ment was not furniushed and was not a 
suitable apartment to sleep in. It was 
not shown to be dark or dismal or that 
the girl had any repugnance to sleep- 
ing 
there. It was not shown that 


Brandes would not have preferred to 
have her in the house with the other 
members of the family. 


This morning Frick renewed his dis- 


section of the evidence for the 'prosecu- 
tion. 
It was not true 'that Brandes 


called on a lady friend shortly after 
the death of the child. The evidence 
WK.I that he came to Oakland and"" met 
a lady acquaintance on the street antl 
told her that there had been a sad 
death 
in 
his family. 
This 
circum- 


stance, along with ma(ny others of like 
character, were brought forward in a 
way to give a color to guilt w.hen they 
no more pointed to guilt than 
they 


pointed to innocence. 


It was sought to make something out 


of the fact that n witness phook hands 
with the defendant on Saturday morn- 
ing and found hi* hand coUl. Are such 
trilling' v'ircumstances ns this to deter- 
mine the guilt or innocence of this de- 
fendant? 
If 
such 
circumstances 
as 


these are to be quoted against the de- 
fendant, why should not all the circum- 
stances bo quoted? They are all equal- 
ly applicable, and they assist in ex- 
plaining each other. 
Taken together 


they present an entirely different com- 
plexion from that given them by Mr. 
Walsh. 


The delusive statements made 
by 


Brandes to Deputy Sheriff White were 
perfectly 
natural. The circumstances 


of the death were known to him, and 
he knew that there were those who de- 
sired to find something to bring against 
him and cause his arrest. 
He knew 


that suspicions had been aroused, and 
the reasons for concealment arose from 
a desire to protect his household. Un- 
der the circumstances he could not be 
expected to place himself in the 'hands 
of his enemies. Suppose he were inno- 
cent himself, but desired to shield some 
-me else, and avert still greater trouble 
from his 'borne!

money of JJr. Carnegie and the site
